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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is responsive to Amendment and Response filed 04/01/05. Claims 7 
and 9-24 are currently pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of claimed invention of group 1, claims 7, 9-1 1 and 
17-24, in the reply filed on 04/01/05 is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 12-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1. 142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 04/01/05. 

4. P It is noted that claim 12 has been amended. However, the amended claim 12 is not 
included the particular of the subcombination of claim 7, e.g., "a center opening . . . including 
said insertion opening." The requirement is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

6. Claims 7, 9-1 1 and 20-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Duer (US 3,874,250). 
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Regarding claims 7 and 23, Duer teaches a biasing element (see Fig. 5 below) comprising 
a center section (Al, A2, A3) having a length (B), said center section including a base (C) 
opposite an insertion opening (D), said insertion opening extending said length; a center opening 
(E) defined by said center section and including said insertion opening; a pair of legs (F) 
disposed on each side of the center section, each of the legs defining a cavity (G) having an open 
side (H) and wherein each of the center opening (E), said insertion opening (D) and said open 
sides (H) face the same direction (i.e., upward direction) and wherein said open sides (H) and 
said insertion opening (D) are each located in an insertion side (I). 
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Regarding claims 9 and 10, the center section (Al, A2, A3) further defines a pair of side 
walls (A2) extending from the base (C), each of the side walls includes engagement detents (A3) 
being opposing arcuate segments defined by the side walls (A2). 

Regarding claim 1 1, the center section (Al, A2, A3) includes a side opening (K) in each 
of the side walls (A2), said openings (D, K) further defining the cavities (G). 

Regarding claim 20, the legs (F) include leg ends (LI) and wherein said leg ends (LI) 
are opposite said insertion side (I). 

Regarding claim 21, the legs (F) include leg ends (L2) and wherein said leg ends (L2) are 
on the same side as said base (C). 

Regarding claims 22 and 24, said insertion opening (D) is capable of receiving a pinion 

shaft. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 17-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 01/28/05 have been considered but are moot in view of the 
new ground(s) of rejection (see paragraph 6 above).
